While the decision over the 
proper protection of Sportsman’s 
Park has not yet been made, city of- 
ficials hope that they are closer to a 
solution. 

“At the city commission meet- 
ing we presented the idea of a dusk 
to dawn closing of the park,” said 
interim city administrator David 
White. “We have to do something to 
try to prevent further vandalism, and 
I don’t know if this is the solution, 
but I think it is worth a try.” 

The suggestion will now be pre- 
sented in ordinance form for further 
review by the committee. 

Although White has been work- 
ing on.the Sportsman’s Park situa- 
tion, he has also had his hands full 
getting to know the daily workings 
of East Jordan. 

Six weeks into his term as in- 
terim city administrator, White has 
been pleased to see that the commu- 
nity is moving on and moving for- 
ward. 

“Over time, we have had a lot 
of studics and reviews done in this 
town,” White said. “And I think it’s 
time to put those ideas into action.” 

Since White has been in East 


Jordan, he has been overwhelmed by 
the potential he has seen. “There are 


nothing but opportunities in East Jor- ° 


dan,” he said. 

“Coming in, I had the impres- 
sion that this was a fighting commu- 
nity, who wasn’t getting anything 
done. But I don’t find that at all. It is 
acommunity that has been wounded, 
but wants to move forward, A com- 
munity that is tired of only the bad 
news getting out into the surround- 
ing areas, who is ready to get the 
good news out.” 

White adds that he is encouraged 
to sec this desire to move forward, 
and is eager to help the community 
get things done. 

“Lenjoy city administrator work. 
Nine times out of ten a city adminis- 
trator is brought in from the outside 
and given the ultimate authority to 
change the community. My job is to 
find out what this community wants, 
and do it.” 

Within the course of this week, 
White and his wife will decide if they 
want to apply for the permanent city 
administrator position. Applications 
for the position are due by Friday, 
Oct. 4. 


Enrollment up 
at EJ schools 


Last Friday was the fourth Fri- 
day of the school year, making it a 
crucial day for area schools and their 
budgets for the upcoming year. 

Total East Jordan enrollment is 
1,283 for the Friday count. Individual 
enrollment at the elementary school 
is 634, middle schoo! 300, and high 
school 349. 

“Compared to last year, we are 
up 17 students at the elementary 
level, down 13 in the middle school, 
and up 28 students at the High 
School,” said East Jordan 
superintendant Chip Hansen. 

In Boyne City, the enrollment 
numbers are up from last year -- in 
all three schools. 

For the 1996-97 school year, the 


first Friday count was 515 students 
in the elementary school, 461 in the 
middle school, and 430 in the high 
school. Total Boyne City Public 
Schools enrollment is 1,406. 

Last year at this time Boyne City 
had 510 elementary school students; 
451 middle school students, and 398 
high school students - a total of 
1,359. 

Concord Academy Boyne has 
164 students enrolled in K-9. Last 
year, the fourth Friday count was 160 
students. 

Boyne Falls enrollment is 137 
students in grades K through 5, 72 
students in grades 6 through 8, and 
88 students in grades 9 through 12. 
Total enrollment is 297.

Teens need a place 
to call their own

We have a senior center, a civic 
center, an arts center, the health cen- 
ter, plenty of shopping centers and 
banking centers, but no permanent 
teen center. I’ve heard alot of people 
talking about needing someplace for 
the teens to spend time together and 
I was very pleased to learn of the 
Boyne teens’ initiative lo create one 
of their own. * 

East Jordan used to have a teen 
center. It was called the DZ Den at 
one time and was located in what is 
now the Senior Center. I recall head- 
ing down there after school, getting 
a basket of fries and playing in eu- 
chre or pool! tournaments until clos- 
ing time. 

Unfortunately, teens in my day 
did not have very much extra spend- 
ing money and, since the DZ Den was 
a private business, it didn’t last very 
long. It wasn't long after itclosed that 
the teens began hanging out on the 
corner of Main Street. 

I think it’s time the youth in our 
area had a permanent place to call 
their own. They need an environment 
that is free from drugs, smoking. al- 
cohol, and gang influence - some- 
place (heir parents wouldn't mind 
them spending time. 

The place I envision would have 
a soda shop/coffee house area with 
stage, study/meeting rooms, a game 
room, a media room and a chapel. 


Students would become members by 
paying dues and contributing hours 
of work at the center to keep it main- 
tained and staffed. Admission would 
be charged to non-members. Rooms 
could be rented to various organiza- 
tions to generate additional revenue. 

A non-profit company could be 
established as a vehicle to operate the 
center with a board of directors made 
up of elected teens and civic and re- 
ligious leaders. A schedule of volun- 
teer chaperons could be created, and 
various programs could be offered in 
the arts, entertainment, sports, and 
civics areas. 

Initial funding would have to 
come from area foundation grants, 
private donations and pre-sold char- 
ter memberships with the ultimate 
goal of generating enough revenue to 
be self supporting. The only thing 
needed to start is a good business 
plan, and some good people on the 
Board of Directors. I’m sure the or- 
ganizers could get some initial help 
on the business plan from groups like 
SCORE or the Northern Lakes Eco- 
nomic Alliance. 

I hope there is enough interest 
in the area to make a good teen cen- 
ter a reality. A joint project of teens 
from both cities would be wonderful 
if acentral location could be secured. 
The only problem I foresee is trying 
to decorate it in both schools’ colors 
and mascots. Maybe they could settle 
on red, white and blue...

It's a good time to check your smoke detectors 


Fire Prevention Week is Oct. 6 - 
12, and the “Let's Hear it for fire 
Safety: Test Your Detectors” theme 
serves to remind people of the im- 
portance of testing home smoke de- 
tectors. 

Fire Prevention Week is ob- 
served each year in North America 
and several European countries in 
remembrance of the Great Chicago 
Fire of 1871, which killed 250 
people, Ieft 100,000 people home- 
less, and destroyed more than 17,000 
buildings. 

The “Test Your Detectors” 
theme is fitting, even though smoke 
detectors aren’t new. In fact, the

single-station, battery-powered 
smoke detector became available to 
consumers in the 1970's. Since they 
were introduced, smoke detectors 
have saved many lives. Estimates. 
from the National Fire Protection 
Association show that 93 percent of 
U.S. homes have at least one smoke 
detector. However, there are still 
major problems. 

Thousands of people still die 
each year in home fires where smoke 
detectors aren’t present. There are 
now more homes with smoke detec- 
tors that don’t work than homes with- 
out detectors at all. Almost one-third 
of homes with smoke detectors that 


experience fires have smoke detec- 
tors that are not working, and hun- 
dreds of people die in these fires. 
Captain Wade Schaefer, State 
Fire Marshal and head of the Michi- 
gan State Police Fire Marshal Divi- 
sion, said poorly maintained smoke 
detectors create a false sense of se- 
curity among occupants. “Many 
people make the mistake of borrow- 
ing a battery from a smoke detector 
and never replacing it. Others forget 
to test their detectors monthly. Bat- 
leries should be replaced every year. 
A good time to do it is when you 
change your clocks in the fall.” 
There were 60,076 fires in 1995 


reported by Michigan fire depart- 
ments, an average of one every 8 
minutes and 45 seconds. These fires 
resulted in 919 serious injuries and 
the deaths of 212 Michigan civilians 
and two firefighters. The total dol- 
lar loss from Michigan fires in 1995 
is estimated at $404.9 million. 


A working smoke detector cuts 
the chance of dying in a home fire 
nearly in half, Schaefer said. It's criti- 
cal that a detector be placed on ev- 
ery level of the home, including the 
basement. The placement of detec- 
tors outside of sleeping areas is most 
critical.

TOWERING 
ABOVE DISCIPLES RIDGE 


Shortly before {1 a.m. last Wednesday it was 
showtime at Boyne Mountain and what a performance 
it was. 

In just three hours, the 21 towers for the resort’s 
new chairlift for Disciples Ridge were lifted and put in 
place by Construction Helicopters of Saginaw. 

The towers were laid out in the open space near 
the resort's base area, The helicopter would fly in, then 
hover low while workers connected the cable to a tower. 
The helicopter would then slowly gain some altitude 
and travel to the lift at the north end of the resort. There, 
the pilot would carefully lower the tower to the crew 
that would guide the tower onto the concrete pad, which 
measures 4x4x8. 

When the tower was safely bolted down, a worker 
would climb the tower, disconnect the cable and the 
helicopter would be off to repeat the process. 

Total time for each run was less than 10 minutes. 

“Everything went well,” said Ed Grice, Boyne 
Mountain's base area manager. “You always worry 
about the bolt pattern and if they are right, and they 
were.” . 

What took three hours to complete last Wednes- 
day, would have taken a crew of six with bulldozers 
one week to do, if it was done the way it has been in the 
past, Grice said. 

The helicopter had a busy day Wednesday. After 
completing work at Boyne it flew to Petoskey where it 
helped place stee! beams for the new Wal-Mart store. 
The week prior to coming to northwestern Michigan, 
the helicopter was in Ohio, and in North Carolina, where 
it helped clean up after Hurricane Hortence. 


As dust flies around them, the crew works fast to bolt the tower.

Lubricate the rollers (the 
small wheels attached to the sides of 
the door) witha few drops of household 
oil or spray a small amount of silicone 
lubrication onto their spindles.

Walls, for in- 
stance, offera wealth of storage oppor- 
tunities. Hooks and pegboards are per- 
fect for storing things like garden tools. 
Plastic bins or storage racks are good 
ideas as well. 

Caulk to preventdrafts. Sealing a home 
iy espectally important in the colder 
months. Caulking is 4 successful way 
to achieve a draft-proof home. Caulk 
when the temperature is above 60°F 
around stationary parts of window and 
door frames, where house siding joins 
al comers or meets the roof caves and 
foundation, around wall and roof vents, 
skylights and chimneys, around exte- 
rior water faucets and where other

plumbing or electric wiring enters the 
home. 

Weatherstrip windows and doors. 

Drafty windows and doors rob heat 
from homes. Sealing them with 
weatherstripping is an easy, quick and 
effective cure to this problem. For 
double-hung windows, use channel 
stripping. For doors, seal the sides and 
tip of the door, then the bottorn using 
foam edged wooden strips. Both prod-

Maintain storm windows and doors.

Ninety percent of the animals and rep- 
tiles at Little Critters perished in a fire at 
the Boyne City business last Thursday 


- morning. 


The Boyne City Fire Department was 
called to the scene at 9:30 a.m. when smoke 
was reported in the All State Insurance of- 

_ fice, located next to the pet shop in the Lake 
Street Plaza. 

Firemen found the fire in the pet shop, 
believed to have been caused by a heating 
pad lying on the wood floor of a reptile cage, 
according to fire chief Nord Schroeder. 

The fire was contained in the cage, but 
there was considerable smoke damage to the

building complex, he said. 

The fire, according to Daneen 
Dunnette, manager of Little Critters, “was 
real hot and smoldered for a long time.” 

The cage where the fire started was 
home to a7 1/2 foot boa constrictor, which 
was found alive but later died, Dunnetie 
said. 

Killed in the fire, she said, were rep- 
tiles, fish, rodents, domestics, exotics, “any- 
thing you would think would be in a pet 
store.” 

It’s amazing all the animals did not per- 
ish. “Why these made it, I don’t know,” 


Dunnette said. ‘God didn’t intend for those - 


guys to go.” 

Ron and Diane West own Little Critters 
and they were in the store around 9 p.m. 
Wednesday and found everything in good or- 
der, Dunnette said. 

The Wests and Dunnette are in the pro- 
cess of figuring out their Josses for the in- 
surance Company and cleaning up the mess 
from the smoke damage. No dollar loss has 
yet been determined. They hope to have 
Little Critters open by Halloween. - 


THE FIRE AT Little Critters was the 
second of the day for Boyne City firemen. 
In the early morning hours of Thursday, fire- 


men were called to a house fire on Korthase 
Road in Wilson township. 

Firemen arrived on the scene shortly be- 
fore | a.m. and found flames showing at the 
Ronald Grogan home, Schroeder said. 

The fire started in the electrical panel 
area in the basement, he said, and burned a 
hole in the entryway on the first floor. Struc- 
tural damage, the fire chief said, was mini- 
mal, but smoke damage was significant.
